We had dug ourselves out of the 
mountain of sand that partially 
covered the sod house where we 
had made our quarters for the 
last five months. There had been 
no rain; only the terrible sand 
blowing a 100 miles an hour, cut- 
ling with teeth like razors against 
fhe single sheet of glass that let 
in a. bit of light.
